EAST JORDAN .- Resurfacing again 
is the city’s plan for a larger harbor. 
City Superintendent Rush Cattell told 
city council last week that Keith Wilson, 
chief of the state’s Waterways Division, 
had been invited up to review the 1980 
study for a proposed harbor. The intent 


was to see if it would be feasible to 
proceed with construction. 

The main concern, funding, was the 
stumbling block following another effort 
back in 1972. Although a city-wide vote 
overwhelmingly approved the harbor 
then, federal and state funds failed to 


come through, City Clerk Fern Morris. 
What did materialize before the pro- 
gram was dropped, was the launch site 
on the west side of the lake. 

Funds again were not available in 
1980 following completion in December 
of plans for 35 boat slips of various

Plans were drawn by United Design 
Associates of Cheboygan as part of the 
Shoreline Stabilization Project. 

It was the project which in 1981 
renovated Memorial Park in East Jor- 
dan, but again funding did not become 
available for the harbor. Then-Superin- 
tendent Herm Rasch said it would have 
to wait, possibly for city budgeting. 

The 1980 plans called for $209,730 in 
dredging costs. According to local 


historian George Secord water used to 
be deep in that area, but when the 
bridge across the Jordan River was 
built, engineers let the sand dredged for 
the cofferdams simply flow in toward 
the shoreline. 

Secord said city council did nothing 
about it at the time. 

Besides docking, plans for the harbor 
project also include construction of 
facilities for small boat mooring such as 
water supply, electricity, comfort 


station, sewage pumpout, and harbor 
master’s service building. 

In 1980 the total construction cost was 
estimated at $996,457. 

If the city were to get funding now, 


Cattell said it would come to approx- 


imately $1,200,000. 

Revival of the harbor commission was 
proposed at the city council meeting. 
Cattell told Vernon Stark, who brought 
it up, that it should be studied. : 


Parents, students express 
concern over millage vote

EAST: JORDAN - The school system 
won't clese if the request for three mills 
is turned down at the polls Tuesday, 
Nov. 3. 

But what Middle School Principal 
Doug Shields called a curriculum al- 
ready ‘down to the bare bones, ’’ will be 
much worse off. 

The millage election was called after 
the loss of some $145,000 of state aid 
which followed the enrojlment drop of 


& .79 students this year. 


Shields said in a newsletter going out 
to East Jordan families, ‘‘The middle 
school has been devastated"’ over the 
last few years by state aid cuts. 

Prior to that, he noted, the curricu- 
lum had been comparable to that of any 
school of the same size in the state. 

Asked how the students feel, Shields 
said some, especially in high school, are 
expressing bitterness and frustration as 
they see dedicated teachers leaving. 

Superintendent Tom Rossler said 146 
students turned in to his office a petition 
to campaign for the millage. 

Students in all three schools will be 
affected if the millage passes. 

In the elementary schoo] 1% teaching 
positions will be reinstated of ttie 34 


Among the top priorities are 10 
teaching positions. Rossler said also one 
special education teacher might well 
return on a part-time basis. 

But no provision is made to do 
anything for extra-curricular activities, 
he noted. School sports have not been 


funded by tax monies since last winter. _ 


About the increased number of study 
halls, Rossler explained that school was 
longer in former years, so two or three 
study halls weren't unusual. With 
school 14a to 2 hours shorter, numerous 
study halls take on significance. 

Responding to distressed parents at 
the last school board meeting who said 
people were seriously considering 
moving to places with less devasted 
school systems, Rossler said the admin- 
istration is working on curricula and 
scheduling for next year in order to 
adapt to the new limitations and still 
produce a good education for East 
Jordan young people. 

He said with considerable vigor that 
the community should not give up. 

As Shields said, ‘‘This community 
has always supported its young people 
when the need is there.’’ He added, 
‘‘the need for support has never been 
greater.”’ 


designated to be cut, thus reducing the 
number of students per class and 
improving the time allocated for reading 
and math. 

Without the millage, Rossier said, 
many class sizes would continue over 30 
with 36 in one kindergarten class. 

If voters favor the millage, Rossler 
said, ‘the board of education will be 
able to reinstitute programs, which 
were (planned to be) cut, on a priority 
basis.” 

Revenue frotn three mills will not 
entirely cover the $145,000 loss, but the 
good news as far as schools are 
concerned is the withdrawal of property 
tax reform by the state government. 
This’ would have heaped on another 
approximately $60,000 cut. 

Rossier said the first executive order 
cut of $3,650 had been taken care of. 
But the state is still figuring its budget 
shortages which could by anywhere 
between $270 and $600 million. An- 
other, larger, executive order cut is 
expected by December and there may 
be more. 

These are the factors that make it 
necessary to add back school programs 
‘on the priority basis’’ if the millage 
passes. 


Boyne is amending licensing for haulage 


BOYNE CIty Does Boyneland 
Refuse Garbage Service have one 
license or two, according to the city 
ordinance? 

Confusing wording in the ordinance 
will be changed following two hearings 
of the amended ordinance approved 
Tuesday noon by the city commis- 
sion. : 

The present wording states that the 
“‘city may issue up to four licenses to 
”’ Since Boyneland has 
bought up Powers, Boyneland now has, 
accotding to one interpretation, two 
licenses. 

The matter becomes a problem in 
supposing one company buys up others 
until it has four licenses. Then no other 
hauler can start up business in the city. 

Intent of the ordinance, however, is 
that no more than four separate hauling 
businesses can ‘be licensed by the city, 
said City Attorney William McTaggart. 
On that basis, Boyneland would be 
viewed as having one. license. 

The commission did. not propose to 
act retroactively on the question, but ail 


_. future licensing will be according to the 


amended ordinance. 

The ordinance. will require. that. a 
hauler be licensed by the state, post a 
$1,000 bond, have. specific storage 
location for the vehicle(s), and follow’. 
local regulations as to scheduling and so_ 
‘Oni : ; 


Where the limitation of four originat- 
ed, no one on the commission could say, 
but as McTaggart pointed out, with a 
sanitary, city-wide service, a respon- 
sible set-up is necessary. A prolifera- 
tion of haulers would not be to the 
benefit of the city, he said, adding that 
four was a good number, somewhat 


more than the city would need for the 
present. 

Hauling done by the city for its own 
purposes, City Manager Tim Clifton 
said, is not considered a business nor is 
haulage by any apartment-complex for 
its own service. These are not included 
in the maximum of four licensed 
haulers.

Here are Moody’s answers: 


[1] City offictals doing a good job?

However, it is unfair to give the credit to 
the commission and/or the administra- 
tion solely. 

Our successes are shared with the 
many committees and the many, many 
individuals that make up the various 
committees. 


It is through the efforts of these 
unselfish individuals that the planning 
of the community takes form for the 
future, and even though everyone will 
not be satisfied with the decisions, it 
should be noted that it is the result of 
many dedicated people working for the 
betterment of the community. 

[2] Zoning ordinance changes? Basi- 
cally, I am in accord with the proposed . 
zoning ordinance. However, I am 
against an ordinance that will not 
permit an existing non-conforming use 


to exist or expand its operation. I am of 


the opinion that a non-conforming use 
will run its course and that with time it 
will resort to a conforming use, or a 
future zoning ordinance will recognize 
that the planning was either in error of 
the city’s growth has taken a different 
direction. 

I recognize that this is planning by 
exception, however, we must be con- 
siderate of the individual (or indivi- 
duals) that preceded the rezoning 
ordinance. Further, I am confident that 
there are sufficient controls that can be 
enforced to prevent abuses by existing 
non-conforming uses. 

[3] Boyne City in the future? Ideally, 
Boyne City in the year 2000 will be a 
community of approximately 4,300 
people, diversified between light indus- 
try and resort business to maintain a 
stable economy; a vibrant business 
district catering to the community’s 
needs; and a city with above average 
streets, sidewalks, curbs and gutters, 
water and sewage system. 

1 do not foresee Boyne City be- 
coming very large in the future as we 
are not located on a major highway nor 
do we have a natural resource conducive 
to large industry. 

This is fortunate for us, as I think the 
majority of the people in Boyne City 
would rather keep the city to a nominal 
size.
